GERMAN AND BRITISH 
LAND FORCES REPORTED 
IN SKIRMISH IN LIBYA 


ROME, Feb. 26 (AP). 


HE Italian and Germaf 
T high commands announced 

today that German land 
troops had clashed with Brit- 
ish armored forces in Libya for 
the first time. 

The Italian communique said, 
“various enemy trucks and tanks 
were destroyed and prisoners 
taken without German losses” in 
an engagement Monday south- 
east of Agedabia. Agedabia is 
about 100 miles south of Ben- 
gasi, 

The German high command 
said German and English mo- 
torized “reconnaissance squads” 
were involved. 

The first intimation that Ger- 
man land forces had arrived in 
Libya was given by Premier 
Mussolini in a speech Sunday. 


Informed circles in London 
said they lacked confirmation of 
the report but admitted small 
forces of German troops might 
have reached Libya from Sicily 
or the Italian mainland.

Castelrosso, Near Turkish 
Mainland, Taken Over— 


London Expects Barly 
Nazi Move in Balkans. 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP).—A Brit- 
ish communique tonight announced 
the Italian island of Castelrosso, in 
the Eastern Mediterranean, was oc- 
cupied by British forces yesterday. 

The tiny island, described as hav- 


ing a seaplane base, is the eastern- 
most of the Dodecanese group and 
lies only 10 miles from the Turkish 
mainland. 

Occupation of Castelrosso was an- 
nounced in a joint Admiralty and 
War Office communique not long 
after a statement by the Govern- 
ment that “German preparations 
for an occupation of Bulgaria are 
now far advanced,” and that Brit- 
ain was “completely satisfied” with 
the way in which Turkey was car- 
rying out the Turkish-British alli- 
ance. 

Has Greek Population. 

The population of Castlerosso is 
entirely Greek. 

Known in ancient times as Me- 
giste, the island was not originally 
included in the Dodecanese group 
which the Italians occupied during 
the Libyan war of 1912. 

In the World War, however, the 
Italians added; it to their posses- 
sions after the French had occupied 
it in 1915. 

Castelrosso is widely separated 
from the rest of the group. 

The Government statement on 
the Balkan situation was made ins 
the House of Commons by Foreign 
Undersecretary R. A. Butler. 

On Bulgaria-Turkish Pact. 

He said the British Government 
was kept “fully informed” on nego- 
tiations leading up to the Turkish- 
Bulgarian non-aggression declara- 
tion of Feb. 17. 

Asked about the effect of the 
agreement on British interests, But- 
ler asserted it specifically provided 
against prejudice to previous alli- 
ances.

‘Shocking,’ Wheeler Says 
in Debate on Lease-Lend 
Bill—Nye Asserts ° Navy 
Is Making Plans for

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
asserted in the Senate today that 
President Roosevelt had made “a 
shocking statement” when he told 
his press conference yesterday that 
proposals for peace must await a 
British victory and that the first 
thing was to win the war. 
Chandler (Dem.), Kentucky, broke 
in on Wheeler to say:

30-Day Waiting Period Re-

R. J. Thomas, president of the 
United Automobile Workers (CIO), 
said today that the union had filed 
a notice of intent to strike at the 
Rouge, Highland Park and Lincoln 
plants in the Detroit area of the 
Ford Motor Co. with the State 
Labor Mediation Board. 

The board requires a 30-day no- 
tice of intent to strike in an in- 
dustry engaged in defense produc- 


tion. The law requires a five-day 
notice except in industries directly 
involving the public welfare. 
Thomas and Michael F. Widman 
Jr., director of the UAW-CIO drive 
to unionize the Ford Co., said the 
strike action was approved by an 
“overwhelming majority” of the 
employes in the three pripcipal 
Ford plants. Copies of the notice, 
Thomas said, were sent to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and to Gov.

D. Van Wagoner of Michigan 


Ford plants which employ near 
95,000 men in the Detroit area, had 
been sent to the State capital by 
registered mail, 

In a telegram to Roosevelt, union 
officials said their decision was the 
“result of a continued accumula- 
tion of grievances which constitute 
an intolerable situation.” 

“If there can be avenues opened 
for adjustment of our grievances 
* without a strike,” the telegram read, 
“we are ready to use those ave- 
nues.“ 

Widman would not disclose 
whether the notice contemplated a 
five-day wait or the 30-day wait 
required in defense industries. 
Informed of the strike threat, I. 
A. Capizzi, Ford counsel, said: 
“None of the charges made by the 
union is true” and that there was 
no basis for calling a strike.”

Some headed in the direction 
of Calais and Cap Gris Nez while 
others went toward Dunkerque and 
Boulogne. 

Later, the Air Ministry an- 
nounced, the Calais docks had been 
bombed by the British in the of- 
fensive dash over the channel and 
Northern France. 

The communique said the raiders 
encountered considerable anti-air- 
craft fire, but few Nazi planes. 
Flyers said they observed hits on 
the quayside and jetty at Calais. 
One plane was reported missing. 

The number of craft shuttling 
back and forth across the channel 
for hours led observers to comment 
that it was the busiest day of the 
new year for the Royal Air Force. 


Last Night’s Raids.

When the bill was in the 
House, Roosevelt made a sim- 
ilar statement and the House 
added several provisions, notably 
that the bill did not authorize the 
use of convoys. Constitutional ex- 
perts have interpreted this amend- 
ment as merciy an expression by 
the House that is not legally bind- 
ing on the President, 


A proposed zmendment frequent- 
ly discussed in administration and 
opposition circles is that of Senator 
Ellender (Dem.), Louisiana, which 
provides: 
“Nothing contained in this act 
shall be deemed to confer any ad- 
ditional powers to authorize the 
employment or use of persons in 
land or naval forces of the United 
States at any place beyond the lim- 
its of the Western Hemisphere, ex- 
cept in territories and ‘possessions 
of the United States, including the 
Philippine Islands.” 
Roosevelt believes that this 
amendment, like the House amend- 
ment regarding convoys, does not 
limit the President's constitutional 
powers as commander-in-chief of

The Ellender amendment might, 
however, require definition of the 
Western Hemisphere. The admin- 
istration viewpoint is tnat this area 
is roughly bounded by a North 
and South line running a short 
distance out from the most East- 
ern point of Brazil in the Atlantic 
Ocean and a similar line in the 
Pacific corresponding to the inter- 
national] time division line. The At- 
lantic line would take in part of 
Greenland and the Pacific line 
would take in part of Russia near 
Bering Strait.

Donnell held the similar Bible 
which Mrs. Forrest Donnell has 
owned since childhood. 

The University of Missouri Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps, 
which fired the gubernatorial sa- 
lute of 19 guns, went into action 
a little early.

Donnell shook hands with Judge 
Leedy, Gov.

Again the 
crowd cheered. 


The retiring Governor and the 
new Governor.then stood at the 
Speaker’s stand for several minutes 
while photographers snapped pic- 
tures and popped flash bulbs. 

The crowd joined in singing of 
“America,” led by Mrs. George 
Sayles of Kansas City. 


Few Boos for McKittrick. 


The other elective State officials 
were introduced by Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Harris. They are Secretary 
of State Dwight H. Brown, State 
Auditor Forrest Smith, State Treas- 
urer Wilson Bell, State Superin- 
tendent of Schools Lloyd W. King 
and Attorney General Roy McKit- 
trick, all Democrats. Each was 
cheered by the crowd, but some of 
the spectators added a few boos for 
McKittrick, who wrote several of 
the legal opinions relied on by the 
Democratic machine in its efforts to 
keep Donnell from office. 


Gov. Stark then presented Donnell 
with the brief introduction, “It is 
my privilege and I deem it a great 
honor to now present His Excel- 
lency, the Hon. Forrest C. Donnell, 
Governor of Missouri.” A roar of 
applause came from the crowd and 
continued for several minutes. 


Donnell then began the delivery 
of his inaugural address. The pub- 
lic address system had been set up 
on the first and second floors of 
the Capitol, with loud-speakers at 
several points remote from the ro- 
tunda. Hundreds of people who 
were unable to get near the ro- 
tunda surrounded the loud speak- 
ers to hear the new Governor.

Both wore formal morning 
clothes, top hats and overcoats and 
were wrapped with lap robes for 
their drive to the Capitol. 

Before they had gone a block 
their hats and shoulders were 
capped with snow. They respond- 
ed cheerfully to the cheers of the 
crowi, waving their bats occasivn- 
ally. 

Donnell Waves Greeting. 


Frequently Donnell recognized 
friends and supporters in the crowd 
and waved a personal greeting to 
them. Despite the weather, the 
spectators enjoyed the show and 
cheered the Governors and the 
marching columns. It was estimat- 
ed that more than 10,000 persons 
viewed the parade. 

Two cars of state highway pa- 
trolmen preceded the procession to 
clear the way, followed by a group 
of reserve and active United States 
army and naval officers. Immedi- 
ately. behind was the uiversity of 
Missouri Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Corps band, which played mar- 
tial tunes virtu2.v tur. ughcut the 
march, 


Next in line was a smartly clad, 
well-drilled R. O, T. C. artillery 
unit of 75 cadets, and then came 
Donnell’s 69 honorary colonels, 
marching four abreast in their 
black, blue and gold uniforms, with 
brilliant red-lined capes over their 
shoulders. 


Donnell and Stark in the open 
automobile were next in line. Other 
machines followed, carrying Mrs. 
Donnel and Mrs. Stark, Donnell’s 
son, parents, and elective State of- 
ficials and their wives. 


Bands in Procession. 


Military bands and cadet corps 
from Missouri Military Academy, 
Mexico; Kemper Military Academy, 
Boonville, and Wentworth Military 
Academy, Lexington, came next, and 
were followed by other units and 
organizations dressed in bright uni- 
forms, including an American Le- 
gion drum and bugle corps from 
Cape Girardeau, and the bands of 
Lincoln University at Jefferson City 
and the Sedalia High School. 

The snowfall left the streets 
ankle-deep in slush at places, mak- 
ing the footing somewhat precari- 
ous for the marching groups, but 
they moved forward briskly and 
without accident. The parade 
moved down High street, Jefferson 
City’s main street, and turned 


north into the Capitol grounds, 
The automobiles raced ahead of 
the line of march to the north side 
of the Capitol, where Donnell, Stark 
and other officials reviewed the 
parade in full. It took about 25 
minutes for the procession to pass. 


Entrance Into Capitol. 
A guard of honor was then 
formed along the long walk leading 


to the north entrance of the Capitol, 
with the honorary colonels lined 
on one side and the military offi- 
cers on the other. The incoming 
Governor and Mrs. Donnell headed 
the line of march trough the guard 
of honor to the Capitol. He went 
immediately to the Governor’s of- 
fice to make ready for the inaugural 
ceremony. 


Riding in one of the cars in the 
parade was 97-year-old G. H. Loesch 
of Eugene, Mo., a loyal Republican. 
Donnell had promised him during 
the campaign last fall that he could 
ride in his inaugural parade. 


The Donnells spent last night at 
the executive mansion as guests of 
Gov. and Mrs. Stark. They arose 
early for their big day, and at 9 
o’clock the first of a number of 
callers arrived at the mansion to 
wish Donnell success as Governor. 


The Senate and House held brief 
meetings in advance of convening 
for the joint session in the ro- 
tunda. A bouquet of flowers had 
been placed on the desk of each 
Senator and Representative by the 
inauguration committee. The leg- 
islators were spending a large part 
of their time telling constituents 
they had no extra seats for the in- 
augural ceremony. 

Many in Uniform. 

Many men in uniform were 

among the visitors, but none vied 


in color with the gay uniforms of 
the honorary colonels of Donnell’s 
personal staff. Some of the new 
colonels were a bit lacking in mili- 
tary bearing but made up for it 
in enthusiasm. 

Among the Republican leaders 
here for the inauguration were 
Charles Ferguson of Willow 
Springs, chairman of the Republi- 
can State Committee; Barak T. 
Mattingly of St. Louis, Republican 
National Committeeman for Mis- 
souri; Charles Madison Rendlen 
of Hannibal, one of Donnell’s 
counsel in the legal fight be- 
fore the Supreme Court, which re- 
sulted in the ruling that Donnell. 
must be seated. 


Donnell, an attorney, entering on 
his first public office, holds the 
distinction of being the first Mis- 
souri Governor who was compelled 
to go to the Missouri Supreme 
Court to force a Legislature, con- 
trolled by his political opponents, 
to seat him on the face of the of- 
ficial returns of the election, as 
provided by law. 


The only Republican elected to 
state office in the November elec- 
tion, Donnell defeated McDaniel by 
3613 votes on the official returns. 
Gov. Stark, who retired from 
office after a stormy admin- 
istration, also holds the distinction 
of being Missouri's first “holdover” 
Governor. Originally scheduled to 
retire on Jan, 13, he has held over 
since that time under constitution- 
al provisions, due to the abortive 
attempt to deprive Donnell of the 
office. 


A shadow across the colorful in- 
auguration ceremony today was the 
impending contest to be filed by 
McDaniel, probably within the next 
few days. Democratic machine 
leaders, beaten by the law in their 
original illegal scheme to keep Don- 
nell out, then turned to the legal

liam Molasky of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the Consensus Co.; Lester 
Kruse, and James M. Ragen Jr. 
They were convicted by a United 
States jury here last Sept. 12 of 
charges of conspiracy to defraud 
the Government of $77,883 in taxes 
of the Consensus company. Inves- 
tigators said that the firm sold 
reference sheets used by bookmak- 
ers in recording race entries, odds, 
results and payoff prices and that 
it had offices in St. Louis, Chicago 
and Cincinnati. 

Kruse was sentenced to 18 months 
in prison and fined $10,000; and the 
senior Ragen and Molasky were 
sentenced to a year and a day in 
prison and fined $10,000 each. Lester 
Kruse and the junior Ragen were 
fined $1000 each. 

The majority opinion of the Ap- 
peals Court, concurred in by Judges

Dr. Alexander said other offend- 
ers would be prosecuted as rapidly 
as his two smoke inspectors could 
gather evidence against them.

House Group Recommends 
$838,321,000 Fund for 
Navy and $695,118,000 
for Army. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).—} 
An immediate outlay of $1,533,-| 
439,702 in. cash and contract au- 
thorizations for the army and navy 
was recommended by the House 
Appropriations Committee today. 
The sum included funds to develop 
naval aviation outposts in the Pa- 
cific islands of Guam and Sam oa. 
In addition to money for a vast 
expansion of its shore bases, the 
navy’s 5838, 321,702 share of the to- 
tal included funds to start con- 
struction of 400 submarine chasers 
and other small craft and to make 
possible the delivery by the end 
of 1943 of 55 more destroyers than 
had been planned originally. 
The committee approved all but 
one item recommended by the 
Budget Bureau — funds for a ci- 
villian. police force for the navy 
and sent the measure immediately 
to the House floenr for debate. 
With the start of debate a Re- 
publican charged that the defense 
program has been shot through 
with “unreasonable costs and un- 
reasonable. delays” which could 
have been avoided, 
“Perhaps Too Much to Expect.” 
“There have been all sorts of 
things that resulted in unreason- 
able costs and unreasonable delay 
in the defense program,” Repre- 
sentative Taber (Rep.), New York, 
said, that could have been aveid- 
ed if they had been thought. out 
beforehand. Perhaps it was too 


much to expect.” 


He also declared that the one 
thing Congress and the American 
people had asked of President 
Roosevelt was “co-operation” in 
building up the nation’s defenses 
and “that co-operation so far we 
have not had.” 

The supplemental appropriation 
bill was described by Taber as “the 
first of the large dips into the Fed- 
eral Treasury for the maintenance 
of the defense program.” 

It carries a total of $338,000,- 
000 for completing construction of 
186 army cantonments and other 
housing projects now being built. 
In the work on many of these, 
Taber asserted, “There has been 
all sorts of racketeering.” 

In the bill the bulk of the army 
fund of $695,118,000 was earmarked 
for construction, both new and un- 
der way. A total of $338,800,000 
was included to complete 186 can- 
tonments and other housing proj- 
ects for which the original esti- 
mates were too low. 

Praise for Army Housing Program. 

The committee said that despite 
delays and cost increases, the army 
was entitled to commendation for 
the manner in which the $1,000,000,- 
000 housing program had been con- 
ducted,

The Governor said that the Leg- 
islature should take the necessary 
steps to have placed on the ballot 
in November, 1942, the question of 
whether there should be & conven- 
tion to revise the Constitution, but 
he said that, in view of the unset- 
tled condition of international af- 
fairs at the present time, it was 
impossible to determine a year and 
a half in advance whether it was 
advisable to incur the expense of a 
convention. The Constitution re- 
quires that the question of having 
a constitutional convention shall be 
submitted to the voters every 20 
years, a provision which requires 
its submission in 1942. 


On Pension Complaints. 
Giving heed to complaints which 
have been made regarding the ad- 
ministration of the old age pension 
law, the Governor asked that the 
Legislature investigate to deter- 
mine whether the law is being 
properly administered, and whether 
changes in the law are required. 
“Many complaints have been 
made,” he said, “respecting the 
length of time between the filing 
of applications for such assistance 
and action upon those applications. 
There is also a wide-spread view 
that many persons are now upon 
the old age assistance rolls who are 
net entitled to be there. 

“In view of the importance of 
prompt and just administration of 
the law, and the large number of 
persons and amount of money in- 
volved, it is important that there 
be made a thorough examination 
into the administration of the law. 

“I accordingly recommend that 
you promptly cause such examina- 
tion to be made, for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether delay in 
passing upon applications exists, 
whether there are persons receiv- 
ing such assistance who are not en- 
titled thereto and what provision 
for administration costs is proper, 
and for the further purpose of cor- 
recting any conditions which shall 
be found to require such correc 
tion.”

Sir Frederick Banting, noted Ca- 
nadian scientist, bandaged the 
wounds of Pilot Joseph Mackey be- 
fore dying of injuries 20 feet from 
a crashed trans-Atlantic plane near 
Musgrave Harbor, Newfoundland, 
the Toronto Evening Telegram said 
in a copyrighted story toddy. 

The Telegram’s dispatch, from 
Musgrave Harbor, said Dr. Bant- 
ing spent his fast-waning strength 
in caring for Mackey, of Kansas 
City, Mo., who was the only sur- 
vivor among the plane’s four oc- 
cupants. 

“Only when he had done all he 
could, both as a doctor and as a 
man, did he leave the plane—to 
die,” the account said. “Sir Fred- 
erick died on a bier of branches 
from the trees into which the plane 
had crashed ... there was no one 


to see Sir Frederick make his way 


to his bier.” 

Mackey, after surveying the 
country and seeking help, was un- 
able on his return to find the doc- 
tor. The dispatch continued: 

“Then about 20 feet away he saw 
the scientist’s body. Over it was 
spread his overcoat. Beside it, rest- 
ing on the snow, were a wallet and 
some papers.”

Ray Cahill, chief scout for the 
Browns, buttoned up his overcoat, 
peered out at the shivering natives 
and gave us the benefit of his rich 
background of 20 years of ivory 
hunting as he put the expert yard- 
stick on the St. Louis American 
League Club of 1941. It was good 


to get Ray to talk. You see, the 
spring training of the Browns thus 
far is entirely conversational, and 
when Ray talks he says something. 

„J believe we have something this 
year,” Cahill began. “We have a 
fine infield, a good outfield, and 
we have a fine chance to have ex- 
cellent pitching. Golly, but it’s a 
long time since I could say that 
about this ball club. A few years 
ago we had a flock of problems. 
This year we'll have players on 
the bench who are better than 
scme regulars of recent years that 
aren’t so very long ago. 

“Take Lucadello, for instance. I 
don’t know what Lucadello is go- 
ing to do this year. That’s Haney’s 
job, to pick and place the men. 
But Lucadello can hit, and whether 
he wins a regular job or not, he 
ought to help us. Suppose Heffner 
holds the second base job. He 
really can play that position; all 
right, we can have Lucadello and 
Strange as utility men. Lucadello 
is the best turn-around hitter I’ve 
seen in a long time. Frisch was a 
good switch hitter, but he had a 
lot of power only one way. Luca- 
dello has power both ways. Regular 
or reserve, he'll win us a lot of 
games. 

Expects Muncrief to Help. 

“Muncrief is another recruit I 
expect to help us. Until last year 
he was just another pitcher who 
reared back and threw. If they 
hit him he reared back and threw 
harder. Last summer we had a 
couple of nibbles from clubs that 
wanted to buy Muncrief. I went 
down to look him over, to decide 
whether we'd keep him or sell him. 
I was lucky to catch him in a 
game in which they were hitting 
him. He wasn’t rearing back and 
throwing harder any more when 
they hit him. He was slowing down, 
pulling the string on his curve; in 
other words, he had learned how 
to pitch. It wasn’t any accident 
that he won all those games.” (Mun- 
crief won 22 and lost nine.) 

How did it happen that the 
Browns, after all their years of 
struggling, were coming up this year 
with the most talked of club in the 
league? How come the improve- 
ment after all the years of dol- 
drums? 

“The answer to that is simple,” 
Cahill replied. “We haven't sold 
any players and we haven’t traded 
any good players. We've kept the 
good ones and we've added to our 
club whenever we could. This year 
we bought several good pitchers 
who had had bad years. That’s a 
good thing to do, a good risk. I 
mean a minor league pitcher is al- 
ways uncertain. He still has to 
show that he can win against big 
league hitting. But the pitchers 
we bought have shown that they 
could win. If they won before 
they might win again. And we 
didn’t give up any talent to get 
them. We have merely added them 
to a club we had last year, a club 
that was sound in infield and out- 
field.” 

How about that catching buga- 
boo? 

Catchers Are Scarce. 

“Well, now you have something,” 
was the reply. “Sure, we’re short 
of catching. But so is every other 
club in each league. And if any- 
thing happened to Bob Swift, I 
don’t know where we could reach 
out and get a replacement. We have 
good infielders and outfielders and 
pitchers in the minors. But 
catchers are a scarce article. But 
counting catching, pitching and all 
the rest, Id say we're 30 per cent 
stronger than we were last year. I 
think we have to climb.”

U. S. By Backing 
Britain Has Gained 
Time in Which to 


Double Capacity 
To Produce. 


T has been said in the Senate 

that by letting Great Britain 

have planes, destroyers, and 
other munitions, we have been 
stripping our own defenses and 
gambling with the security of the 
United States. This is a serious 
charge and, if it is true, it would 
be a conclusive objection to the 
whole policy. For in a situation of 
this sort a responsible man must 
always have in mind the ultimately 
worst possibility—namely, that the 
nation might find itself standing 
alone with only its own forces to 
defend its vital interests. The ques- 
tion is whether the United States 
today is better able to defend itself 
alone than it was last June when 
the policy of aiding Great Britain 
was first put into effect. 

Have we gained or have we lost 
during the nine months in which 
we have let the British have prior- 
ity on deliveries of airplanes, have 
turned over the destroyers, have 
let them have some guns and other 
munitions out of our stocks? Would 
we be stronger today if we had 
clamped down an embargo and 
kept all these munitions in the 
United States? Suppose that nine 
months ago, when France fell and 
the administration took the 80 
called gamble, we had followed the 
isolationist policy; what would 
have been the state of our de- 


fenses? 
W condition of affairs when the 
President took the decision to 
pass from letting Britain buy arms 
commercially for cash to supply- 
ing arms to Britain as a national 
policy. The French were beaten; 
the British army in France was 
beaten and had been evacuated to 
England after losing all its equip- 
ment.

HEN my editor asked me to 
W do an article on “Scandinavian 

Twilight,” he must have want- 
ed to assure me of an exception- 
ally warm welcome in some parts 
of the Middle West. This is not 
a happy topic. I would much rath- 
er avoid it, for I know it is im- 
possible for me to discuss it out 
of my own experiences and obser- 
vations without being misunder- 
stood and without getting into hot 
water. 
I upent nearly six months of last 
winter and spring in the three 
northern countries, about two- 
thirds of that period in Finland 
and the remainder in Sweden and 
Norway. It seems to me a great 
error to lump the Finns and_ the 
Scandinavians together as if they 
were cousins. The Finns have 
about as much similarity to their 
Nordic neighbors as the Turks have 
to the Italians. In language, in 
character and in code of living the 
Finns are utterly different. Geog- 
raphy and the Arctic winter seem: 
almost the only important things 
which link them, in some degree, to 
the Swedes and Norwegians, 
When I think of Sweden I think 
of a people who were determined 
to remain neutral at whatever cost 
and are still neutral—at a cost 
which they have now barely begun 
to feel and realize. When I think 
of Norway, I think of a people who 
pu: their trust in pacifism rather 
than preparedness, a people who 
had never been taught that if you 
want freedom you must be ready, 
first and foremost, to defend it 
yourself. When I think of Fin- 
land, I think of the gallant three 
million. I think of a little people 
who have fought giants all down 
the centuries and are alive today 
because they have always known 
how to die. The Finns, too, have 
always known there is only one 
road to freedom. 


Painful Disillusionment. 


These thoughts of mine are 
merely outgrowths’ of the record 
of events in these three countries 
since the European war began, the 
inevitable crystallization of what I 
have seen, heard and experienced 
there. They are not things of my 
own making, but rather things 
which have been done tome. That 
is why some of them are painful

and sharp with disillusionment. 
Like most Americans, I had always 
regarded Norway and Sweden as 
the well-nigh perfect democrac 
I had always admired their p 
gressive social legislation, their 
cleanliness and industry, their en- 
lightened relations between capital 
and labor, all these so much more 
advanced than in most other coun- 
tries. 

In Oslo, last April, I saw Nor- 
way'’s capital occupied by 1400 
Nazi infantrymen without a hand 
being lifted or a boo being uttered 
by more than 30,000 citizens of Oslo, 
nearly nalf of them men of mili- 
tary age who lined the streets look- 
ing on. Everything we saw during 
the next four days was painful in 
the extreme. The people were 
dazed and bewildered. They 
seemed to forget that part of their 
army, still true to traditions of long 
ago, was fighting desperately and 
bravely only 60 miles north. 
Certainly there were many cour- 
ageous Norwegians, but there were 
many. others who had never 
dreamed of the necessity of fight- 
ing for anything. Like the Swedes, 
they had had more than 100 years 
of uninterrupted Mace. Their So- 
cialist governments had always be- 
littled the idea of strong defense 
forces, They had placed social se- 
curity far above national security. 
More than that, they believed in 
the immunity of geography. When 
Norwegians talked about the North 
Sea, they sounded like many 2 3 
icans do today, when they 
about the Atlantic Ocean. The Nor- 
wegians understand all about that 
now, after their own disaster and 
when it is too late. 

It is not difficult to comprehend 
the unhappy fate.of Norway and 
the self-interested policies followed 
by Sweden if you take note of cer- 
tain coincidences. Both these coun- 
tries had had too much peace and 
too little hardship (perhaps. too 
little danger is a more accurate ex- 
pression) throughout several suc- 
cessive generations. Pacifism was 


their passion and so, too, was mate- 


rial well-being. 


As an observer, watching the 


grim steam roller gf war roll to- 


ward and over the Scandinavians, it 


seemed to me chat these people 


„were spiritually unprepared for the 


dangerous life which an era of revo- 
lution imposes, whether you like it 
or not. The dangerous life lay in 
their distant past. They had made 
a fetish of material progress, or 
a high standard of living, like Cal- 
vin Coolidge and most Americans 
of his epoch. Even more than in 
the matter of weapons, they were 
psychologically unprepared for 
self-defense.’ This was why the 
Norwegians could not react swiftly 
or close up their ranks in time. 
Their peasants and sailors wanted 
to fight. Many of their white-col- 
lar class, at least.in Oslo, did not 
seem to know how. 

Today there can be no question 
about what Norwegians of all 
classes would do and want to do, 
but today is too late. Even so, the 
record stands that many. Nor- 
wegians fought gallantly and as 
long as there was any possibility. 
They were those who were equipped 
to fight, those who were not be- 
trayed, and those*who understood 


the issue from the very beginning. 


These are the men who will lead 
the battle, another day, for Norwe- 
gian freedom. 


As to Sweden. 


When I think- of Sweden I can 
think of few things to make me 
happy. I remember a conversa- 
tion with a Swedish business man, 
on a train, just after leaving Fin- 
land at the end of January, 1940, 
for a few days’ leave from the war. 
With absolute solemnity, he as- 
sured me that America ought to 
save the Scandinavians by send- 
ing 400 airplanes to Sweden at 
once and 200 to Finland. The Finns 
had been fighting with their backs 
to the wall for two months and 
Sweden wasn't fighting at all. Nev- 
ertheless, my train companion real- 
ly thought that the Swedes ought 
to get twice as many American 
planes as the Finns. 

I remember this remark so viv- 
idly because it became symbolic of 


so much else that one encountered 


in Sweden. The Swedes were al- 
ways taking care of No. 1, some- 
how rather too obviously. and vo- 
ciferously. They also contributed 
most generously to the Finns, in 
money and war materials—a nat- 
ural thing when the Finns alone 
were keeping Bolshevism away 
from the Swedish frontier. But the 
national Policy could be summed 
up in the phrase, “no war—not a 
drop of Swedish blood!” 

Well, the Swedes have got 
through so far without shedding 
any of their own blood, save that 
of a few volunteers who went to 
Finland and died in magnificent 
protest against a national policy 
which they felt was as short-sighted 
and blind as it was selfish. I know 
a few Swedes like that, and I shall 
never forget them. Unfortunately, 
I met-so many others who had 
gone flabby with peace and pros- 
perity. It was a common thing in 
Stockholm, during the days when 
the best of the Norwegians were 
fighting a lost cause just over the 
mountaihs, to see Swedish males 
expand their chests and declare: 
“The Nazis will never touch us. 
They know what we'll do to them!” 
Once I took the wind completely out 
of a young officer by remarking, 
“If you Swedes are such great sol- 
diers, why are you always talking 
about it?” Suddenly he became 
thoughtful. It was.a fact that these 
were the most panicky people I 
have ever met anywhere. 


Troop Passage Refused, 


With this much for background, 
consider how the Scandinavians 
tried to escape the war and what 
happened. Finland was bleeding 
and needed soldiers more than any- 
thing else. Britain and France 
were ready to send them, but Nor-

Firmly Entrenched, Leaders Say. 


Because of War 


Labor Government Refuses to Give Up Gains 


Rich as Well as Poor 


Collect Benefits — $100,000,000 Spent on 
Amusements in Year Despite High Taxes. 


WELLINGTON, N. Z. (By Clip- 
per). 
Labor Government of New} 
Zealand compels the people of 
this dominion’ to hand over a 
very large proportion of their in- 
comes in the form of taxes, but 
in return it. undertakes to immu- 
nize all of them from the severer 
economic hardships of virtually ev- 
ery form of misfortune and social 
burden. 
One shilling of every pound of 
(16 cents out of every 
$3.20 must be paid by every per- 
son, male and female, 16 years of 
age and over, resident in New 
Zealand as a social security con- 
tribution. This is popularly termed 
an insurance scheme, but its ad- 
ministrators frankly refer to it as 
a redistribution of wealth so that 
the more fortunately situated help 
the less fortunate to bear the ex- 
penses of misfortune and social 
functions such as parenthood. 


All Are Eligible. 


The principal beneficiaries of this 
elaborate welfare undertaking nat- 
urally are those with the very low- 
est incomes and the heaviest fam- 
ily responsibilities. But the Labor 
Government of New Zealand is 
as impartial in the distribution of 
its social benefits as was the op- 
eration of that law cited by Anatole 
France whereby the rich man who 
slept under a bridge was just as 
liable to arrest as the poor man. 

A New Zealand millionaire is just 
as much entitled to collect $32.50 
in the form of superannuation ben- 
efits as an indigent. The sole re- 
quirement is that both shall have 
attained the age of 65. 

A professional man with an in- 
come of $10,000 a year is just as 
much entitled to $3.25 for prenatal 
care of his pregnant wife, $16.25 
for her delivery and $35.75 for 14 
days in a hospital or maternity 
home as a laborer with $15 in- 
come. | 

Accor to the social security 
authorities the rich take advan-/ 
tage of these provisions as 
as the poor. “I doubt if there is a} 
Baronet in the dominion who hasn't 
drawn social security benefits,” 
said one official.. The parents of 
every child born in New Zealand 
nowadays apply for the maternity 


by virtue of their social security 
contributions, I: was told. 

The maternity benefits no doubt 
sound very small to parents and 
physicians accustomed to medical 
and hospital charges in an Ameri- 
can metropolis, but I am assured 
by New Zealanders that they are 
sufficient to meet all the charges

‘dae Pensions ‘Since 1898. 
The principle of the state help- 
ing the individual to meet adver- 
sity ig an old one in New Zealand. 
Old-age pensions were instituted 
here in 1898 and widows’ pensions 
in 1911. But the Labor Govern- 
ment, which came into power in 
1935, has carried this principle to 
greater. lengths than hitherto has 
been the practice. Despite consid- 
erable criticisms from the Conserv- 
ative opposition, the Laborites re- 
fuse to suspend their program of 
social amelioration because of war 
stress. 

Some idea of the scope of the 
New Zealand social security pro- 
gram now in force or contemplated 
may bo had when it is mentioned 
that in addition to provision for 
the blind, widows, orphans, minors 
and the indigent aged, 11,000 fam- 
ilies are getting allowances for 
their children.in excess of two be- 
cause the family income is less 
than $16.25; unemployed are getting 
benefits ranging from $3.25 a week 
for a single man of 20 to a maxi- 
mum of $13 a week for a man with 
a wife and nine dependent chil- 
dren; similar allowances are avail- 
able in the form of sickness bene- 
fits and will be continued as long 
as the incapacity lasts, with no 
deductions because of earnings of 
an employed wife or dependent 
children. 

The benefits paid all New Zea- 
landers who attain the age of 65, 
regardless of their financial status 
at present, are admittedly modest, 
but the scheme calls for an in- 
crease in the superannuation ben- 
efits each year until 1968, when 
every person of 65, rich or poor, will 
automatically receive a yearly pay- 
ment of $253, which will buy a 
great deal more in New Zealand 
than it will in the United States. 


One Family’s Budget. 

It is always hard to convey to 
the people of one country what 
costs ot living amount to in another 
country, but some idea may be had 
from the following figures which 
have been furnished me by a New 
Zealand friend who is a certified 
public accountant. He is 30 years 
old, a university graduate, mar- 
ried and father of one child. 

My friend’s father is well-to-do 
and presented him with a house 
upon marriage, so that his living 
expenses are not typical in that re- 
spect, but otherwise his experience 
is that of comfortably situated 
young professional men. His sal- 
ary is $1500 a year. He pays $150

Threats to Civil Liberties. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OMETIMES in the gray monotony of 
the appellate court opinions, among 

the esoteric patter of legal rights and 

legal remedies, there comes a revealing 
flash. ‘ 

In the case of Milk Wagon Drivers’ 
Union of Chicago vs. Meadowmoor Dairies, 
Inc., decided by the United States Su- 
preme Court Feb. 10, 1941, both the opin- 
ion of the court, written by Justice 
Frankfurter, and the dissent of Justice 
Reed contained allusions to limitations 
upon the right of free speech and a free 
press which indicate a trend of thought 
oh the court and may point the way to 
future and far-reaching decisions affect- 
ing the exercise of thesé constitutional 
rights. 

Justice Frankfurter, speaking for the 
majority of the court, said in this opin- 
‘fon: 

“It was in order to avert force and ex- 
plosions due to restrictions upon rational 
modes of communication that the guar- 
antee of free speech was given a gener- 
dus scope. But utterance in a context of 
violence can lose its significance as an 
appeal to reason and become part of an 
instrument of force. Such utterance was 
not meant to be sheltered by the Con- 
stitution.” 


By this pronouncement, it is now estab- 
lished that an utterance by speech or 
press “in a context of violence” is not 
protected by the Constitution. Just what 
may constitute such a “context of vio- 
lence” remains undefined, if the phrase, 
in fact, is capable of exact definition. 

In the decided case, the “context of 
violence” consisted of acts of violence 
committed not contemporaneously with 
or as a part of the “peaceful” persuasion, 
but acts occurring previously which were 
found to be “entangled” with the peace- 
ful means prohibited. 

We are, by this decision, made aware 
of a large and somewhat vague area in 
which the constitutional guaranty of 
free speech and a free press will not 
operate—an area that is described as a 
“context of violence,” wherein the other- 
wise lawful and protected exercise of the 
right of free speech and a free press are 
found to be “entangled” with violent acts 
which may have previously occurred. 

There can be no doubt that this deci- 
sion will be cited as a ruling precedent 
in future cases involving the right of 
free speech and a free press. It may 
well be that it marks the beginning of a 
period of progressive limitations on the 
exercise of that right. 

* = * 

A still more striking statement is con- 
tained in the dissent of Justice Reed 
where he remarks: : 

“Free speech may be absolutely pro- 
hibited only under the most pressing na- 
tional emergencies. Those emergencies 
must be of the kind that justify the sus- 
pension of tht writ of habeas corpus or 
the suppression of the right of trial by 
jury.” 

In the famous Civil War decision of 
Ex-Parte Milligan, the court held that 
the emergencies of civil rebellion did not 
authorize the suspension of the constitu- 
tional guaranties. It has been ob- 
served that the rights so guaranteed are 
seldom subjected to infringement except 
in periods of stress and so-called “emerg- 
encies,” that it is in exactly those periods 
that the citizen needs most the constitu- 
tional protection. 

It now appears that Justice Reed is of 
the opinion that situations may arise 
which will “justify” the denial of the 
right of a trial by jury and the suspen- 
sion of the writ of habeas corpus, al- 
though the extreme penalty may be as- 
sessed against the citizen whose previous- 
ly existing rights are thus “justly” de- 
nied. 

We have been brought into this illiber- 
al situation, which is one that promises 
to become more restrictive with increas- 
ing rapidity, as the result of “liberal” de- 
cisions of the court classifying picketing 
in labor disputes as a form of the exer- 
cise of free speech. A less liberal but 
more reasonable classification might 
have prevented this threat to the rights 
of the individual. 

It may be that we are about to wit- 
ness a demonstration of the axiom that 
the most dangerous foes of liberty are 
her over-enthusiastic champions.

The program of former Judge William Dee Becker,

Post-War Union With Britain?

Suggestion of English-American merger advocated in both coun- 
tries, editor points out; for us, it would mean renunciation of 
Declaration of Independence; effort of 131,000,000 Americans and 
40,000,000 British to rule world, he adds, could only mean strife.

OL. J. G. WEDGWOOD, well-known 

member of the British Parliament, told 

an audience at Leeds the other day that 
the only hope of real world reconstruction 
after this war lies in a union of the British 
Empire and the United States. 

This is the same idea as is being pushed 
in this country by the Union Now group, 
whose leader is Clarence K. Streit, longtime 
newspaper correspondent at Geneva. The 
Union Now people, indeed, had a big dinner 
in New York a few nights ago. Attended 
by ‘such prominent persons as Lord Marley 
(deputy Speaker of the House of Lords), 
‘William Jay Schieffelin, “Pertinax,” and 
about 2000 socialites who paid $5 a plate, this 
dinner was also noteworthy as having been 
the first occasion, so far as we remember, 
where Mesdames Clare Boothe and Dorothy 
Thompson ever agreed publicly on any 
proposition. 

The proposition was the same as Col. 
Wedgwood’s—that the United States and 
Great Britain team up after the war to po- 
lice the world in the democratic way. 

There is a good deal of this talk going on 
now. There will most likely be more and 


more of it as the war’s manifold miseries 


deepen and people long ever more piteously 
for some ideal world after it is over. Is the 
plan feasible? 

In the first place, we believe that if the 
United States goes in for such a ‘post-war 
union with Great Britain, the United States 
will simply be repealing the Declaration of 
Independence and returning to the British 
Empire as a colony. 

The British, sitting on the rim of Europe, 
have been fascinated for a thousand years 
or so with the great game of power poli- 
tics as played on the Continent. At least 
their statesmen Have been fascinated with 
this game, which is a game of table stakes, 
where you bet not only your bank account 
and your shirt but likewise your country, 
on the turn of a card. 

Should we unite with Britain after the 
war, the British would feel they could chuck 
our weight around, as well as their own, in 
the eternal game of contirfental politics. 

More and more of our own statesmen are 


becoming fascinated with European power 
politics—which helps to explain our present 
urge toward this war. Yet our forefathers 
got out of Europe and came here with the 
fierce and implacable resolve to get shut 
of all that stuff for all time; to build a 
country which would have nothing to do 
with Furope's endless turmoil, double- 
crossing and throat-cutting. 

Suppose we do team up with England 
after the war, to police the world in a nice, 
benevolent, completely democratic way. 

That is the way the Union Now people 
picture us policing the world. We do not 
mean to question the sincerity or the true 
idealism of these people. Justly and mag- 
nanimously, we'd tell Japan not to expand 
anywhere: we'd give Germany the same or- 
ders; we'd treat the colored folks in Africa 
as kindly as Augustine St. Claire in “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin” treated the, slaves, in contrast 
to the wicked Simon Legree. All this we 
would attempt to do with the biggest Amer- 
ican-British navy, army and air force ever 
dreamed of. 

The catch in this whole beautiful and 

praiseworthy dream is that people are not 
made that way. Far too many of them are 
unwilling to be told how to act by any- 
body. 
And plenty of such people are to be found 
in present-day Germany, Japan, Italy and 
Russia. An American-British Union dedi- 
cated to leading the world aright would only 
drive these four nations together, we believe, 
for another try at world conquest as soon 
as they should build up their fighting 
strength. Indeed, we doubt that even the 
European ex-nations, if revived, would care 
to be policed by us, no matter how benevo- 
lent we might be. Thus the old, old story 
would start all over again—and we'd be up 
to our national ears in the effort to keep 
the world’s approximately two billion peo- 
ple under the control of approximately 131,- 
000,000 Americans and 40,000,000 British. 

What we need is a new Declaration of In- 
dependence from Great Britain, and from 
Europe's whole continuous-performance 
game of power politics exploding periodical- 
ly in war. 


Another Interstate Barrier Legalized

NDER the Federal Constitution, the 

State of Iowa cannot levy a tariff on 
imports from a foréign country without 
the consent of Congress, and it must deliver 
all duties so collected to the Federal Treas- 
ury. But Iowa is perfectly free to levy a 
tariff on imports from Missouri, and it can 
keep the tax. It has that power under last 
week’s Supreme Court decision sustaining 
the lowa use tax on merchandise which es- 
Capes the State’s sales tax in being pur- 
chased outside the State. 

The court's opinion was no doubt based 
on sound constitutional reasoning. None the 
less, it contributes to a condition which will 
lead to a state of tax anarchy and economic 
warfare among the states unless united ef- 
forts are made to correct it. 

There is an example here at home. Mis- 
souri levies a sales tax on motor cars and 
Kansas does not. Kansas levies a use tax 
on motor cars purchased by its citizens 
outside the State, while Missouri does not. 
In consequence, there has been an induce- 
ment for a Missourian to buy a car in Kan- 
sop Dut none for & Kansan to 


Missouri, 
the State Auditor last October sought to fill 
the gap by proclamation. The Attorney 
Genera] held he had no right to do so. A 
bill has now been introduced in the Legisla- 


ture to enact a use tax. If it passes, Mis- 


souri will join 17 other states in erecting bar- 
riers against goods manufactured or sold in

Conceding that the states are required to 
act in self-protection, it is nevertheless ob- 
vious where the practice will : lead.

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will stifle interstate commerce, create un- 
fair conditions of competition, and even 
destroy investments and property values. 
The preamble to the Federal Constitution 
gives as one of the purposes of that docu- 
ment the formation of a “more perfect 
union.” By that it means a more workable 
union than the one which existed under the 
Articles of Confederation, Under them: the 
states were loosely joined and each was 


more or less free to go its own. way. 


The states are now reverting to that con- 
dition through the erection of trade barriers 
against one another. They are abusing the 
rights carefully defined and preserved for 
them by the Constitution. 

Unless they can come to their senses and 
agree on uniformity in legislation, they will 
necessitate a centralization of authority in 
Washington to an extent that would make 
state capitals merely agencies for the en- 
forcement of Federal regulations.

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ON A WARTIME BASIS 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. 
HIS country’s attitude towards 
the war, as manifested here at 
the capital, has already passed 

two distinct phases. In 
the first, which lasted until the 


fall of France, our interest was not 
generally acknowledged. Nothing 


much was done about it, beyond 


the painless repeal of the arms em- 
bargo. In the second phase, only 
now coming to an end, it was real- 
ized that the war affected vital 
American interests. Yet the attempt 
was made to cope with the prob- 
lem in spare time. 

A case in point is the air pro- 
gram. It was reported in this cdl- 


sibility for air production was fi- 
nally to be fixed, either in the 
hands. of New York’s Mayor F. T. 
LaGuardia, as a sort of American 
Beaverbrook, or in the equally ca- 
pable hands of Robert A. Lovett 
and Thomas G. Corcoran, as as- 
sistant secretaries of War and 
Navy, respectively. Simultaneously, 
a movement is afoot to recognize 
the inadequacy of our present 
scope of air preparation, and to 
expand it greatly. If the Presi- 
dent approves—and the grim facts 
of British and American air needs 
will almost force him to do so—the 
objective of the air program will 
be raised from 2000 planes a month 
to 4500 a month by the end of 1942. 

In certain quarters, the need to 
raise the air program objective 
was clearly understood two months 
ago. During periods of transition 
such as the present, however, the 
governmental machine moves with 
cumbersome deliberation. The mat- 
ter is only now coming to a head. 


Tools Big Factor. 


SSUMING that the objective is 
raised, a tremendous national 
and governmental effort will be re- 
quired to meet it. Planning, so far, 
has been extremely haphazard. 
Neither the War and Navy depart- 
ments, nor the Office of Produc- 
tion Management has enforced real 
priority for defense production 
over normal business. Speeding 
up expansion of air manufacturing 
facilities to produce 50 per cent 
more planes will call for rigid pri- 
orities and exact planning. The 
job can be done. The factory space 
exists or can be built. The labor 
exists or can. be traired. The air- 
frame and engine models are ready 
to be turned out. But severe sac- 
rifices will be called for to procure 
adequate machine tools.

Responses to 
Opening Bids 
By Ely Culbertson 


ESTERDAY I started to set 
* down the new requirements for 
responses to an opening suit 

bid of one. To review briefly, I 
pointed out that when the re- 
sponder holds less than one-half 
an honor trick, he should pass to 
an opening bid unless he can take 
out to a seven card or longer ma- 
jor suit. With one-half an honor 
trick, he usually should pass. Only 
if he has a six card or longer 
major suit, which can be shown at 
the one level, should he make any 
response. Referring to hands con- 
taining one honor trick, I explained 
that the responder should raise if 
he holds four trumps, or take out 
to one in a five card suit. If un- 
able to take either of these ac- 
tions, he should pass. 

Now let us consider hands of 
stronger honor trick content: 

With one plus to one and one- 
half honor tricks, the responder 
has quite a variety of bids at his 
He may take out to 
one in any biddabble suit; take out 
to two (but not a jump take out) 
in a six card suit. With adequate 
trump support, a single raise may 
be the best response. Finally, with 
no suit worth mentioning, and 
without adequate trump support, 
a take out to one no trump is per- 
missible. To illustrate, suppose 
North opens the bidding with one 
heart and the next opponent 
passes. Let us assume that South 
holds one of the following hands: 

1. @KI&84 995 ©K6324743 

2. @72 995 @AJ9753 &743 

3. 6720095 64109754713 

4. 427290953 6410 9747413 

In response to North’s opening 
one heart bid, South should bid one 
spade on hand number one. On 
hand 2, he should take out to two 
diamonds. On hand 3, he should 
bid two hearts, a single raise. On 
hand 4, he should take out to one 
no trump. All these hands, it must 
be noted, are dead minimums, con- 
taining only one plus honor tricks. 
With weaker holdings, South 
should pass.

Frank Shirley Recalls O

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ber is never to let your arm hang

one another. Of course in those 
days the kind of cups they used 
could bounce on the floor and still 
not break. 

“Things are a lot easier for wait- 
ers now—carrying those little cups 
of soup, for instance, instead of big 


bowls. No wonder they don’t spill. 


so much.” 

Waitering conditions have im- 
proved in more respects than blue 
plate transportation, Shirley thinks. 

“When the union was first 
formed,” he related, “I was Wwork- 
ing at 421 Chestnut street. The 
Commercial Restaurant was the 
name - of the place but everybody 
called it the Beanery. We got $8 
a week there, working 12 hours one 
day, 10 hours the next. We had to 
wear shoes that were cut to rib- 
bons for comfort, being on oursfeet 
12 hours straight, and it seemed 
like we didn’t do anything but 
work. 


“The printers from the newspa- 
pers were the ones who urged us 
to form a union. They used to 
come from the Republic, at Third 
and Chestnut, the Globe at Sixth 
and Pine, and the Post-Dispatch on 
Broadway, between Pine and Olive. 
They kept telling us, Tou fel- 
lows work too hard; you ought 
to have better hours,’ so finally we 
waiters formed a union. 


“At first they wouldn’t hire us, 
but the printers got an old fellow 
who sold pies and coffee to them, 
to open up a restaurant across the 
street from the Laclede Hotel where 
the Garrick is now, and this Woh- 
ler’s restaurant was the first to 
hire union waiters. He hired three 
of them—the Callahan I told you 
about, “New Orleans Jack,” and 
“Catfish” Louviot. He made money 
there, so he opened up a bigger 
restaurant and hired more of us, 
and pretty soon we were all getting 
the union scale, eight hours a day 
and $18 a week. g 


“I've worked just about every 
place in town, the old St. Louis 
Club, the M. A. C. before the fire, 
the Jefferson, Coronado, 
Melbourne, Park Plaza, at golf 
clubs, at Garavelli’s, and the Old 
Planters Hotel. I never worked in 
any of those rough honky tonks, 
only the nicest places. 

“I've waited on a lot of well 
known people. I waited on Presi- 
dent Wilson once at the Statler. 
And while I worked at Montgom- 
ery’s, I remember waiting on Mr. 
Joseph Pulitzer, the founder of the 
Post-Dispatch. I remember he'd 
pay one of us to watch his horse 
and buggy for him. A lot of well 
known men here in town would 
come to Montgomery’s, Charles P. 
Stanley, the cigar man; Dinks Par- 


Chase, 


rish, Senator Tom Kinney, a Dr. 
Chancellor, who was one of my 
customers. I waited on Tom Allen, 
the champion prizefighter of Eng- 
land when he was here, too. He 
had a great big dog he always 
brought with him and he’d order 
two pounds of sweetbreads for the 
dog. 

“Al Spink, who ran the ‘Sporting 
News,’ was one of my customers. 
I used to fix oyster loaves for him, 
and I remember he always gave 
me passes to the ball game, and one 
Christmas he gave me a $10 gold 
piece and told me to buy myself a 
straw hat. 

“Those oyster loaves were pop- 
ular. One of my duties at Mont- 
gomery’s was to fix 50 loaves tb 
have ready Saturday night for peo- 
ple coming from the theaters. 
You'd get a dozen oysters in a 
loaf for 25 cents in those days. 
Another duty of mine was to make 
124 gallons of coffee a day. I re- 
member, too,” he laughed, “that 
they’d have two waiters who 
chewed tobacco to pick strawber- 
ries in the afternoon; that was so 
they wouldn’t eat the berries.” 


Shirley remembers a lot of other 
things about the colorful life around 
the restaurant district in his early 
days as a waiter—the Keno houses, 
for instance, where they kept a 
pound of tobacco hanging over the 
tables, so that if you wanted a chew 
all you had to do was reach up 
-and cut some off with your knife, 
and wouldn’t have to leave the 
game. The cattle men who used 
to come across the river and. in- 
quire chere they could buy cloth- 
ing and other articles. If you di- 
rected them to the right stores you 
always got a 10 per cent cut.

Nowadays you work, say 
some place like the Jefferson, just 
three hours during the lunch hour 
and get $2.25 and your lunch, or if 
it’s during the dinner hour, $2.75 
and your dinner. And you're limit- 
ed to 16 customers. If you serve 
more than that you get paid ex- 
tra. You get your uniform, too, 
and you used to have to buy that. 
Yes, conditions weren’t nearly as 
good in the old days. Still, there 
are some waters always borrow- 
ing. Down at the union, they say, 
‘Do like Shirley does, save your 
money and you'll get along.“ 

Shirley still works now and then, 
though he isn’t called as often as 
he used to be. When he’s not 
working, he spends his time at the 
library or gets on a street car and 
rides out to Clayton and back just 
to pass the time. He still likes to 
travel, to visit his daughter in Mil- 
a or his sister in Indianapo- 


“Every summer I go up to Chi- 
cago,” he said. “Sometimes I work 
and sometimes I just sit on the 
pier and fish in the sun. That’s 
all you need when you get old, a 
little sunshine.

HILDREN first, in education, 

as elsewhere, is the American 

watchword, but somehow it falls 
short of its full values in the edu- 
cati systems of many towns in 
the country. The taxpayers, the 
politicians, the janitors, the teach- 
ers, the contractors and the work- 
ers, seem somehow to get in before 
the children. 

There is a new schoolhouse to be 
built. The old one has been out- 
moded, outgrown for years and at 
last the local powers that be have 
decided for a new building. Every- 
body is delighted. Then comes the 
word that the new building is go- 
ing to be erected, not in the old 
neighborhood, or even near it, but 
out in the vacant spaces where 
there are no children and no 
houses. And why? The town must 
be developed, you see. The new 
school out there will sell the land 
and bring new people, more taxes, 
more business. The old school con- 
‘tinues in its decaying state, It is 
neither repaired nor razed. After 
all, it is a building and buildings 
cost money. The children were not 
first that time. 

There is a new teacher needed. 
Who is it to be? Well, John’s 
daughter needs a job and, after all, 
John is a citizen and a taxpayer 
and first cousin to the County Su- 
pervisor, and, too, shouldn’t a 
home-town girl have first chance? 
Maybe she isn't highly trained, but 
she has a diploma and she is a nice 
girl, isn’t she? She is a nice girl, 
but so are lots of the others 
and they aren’t teaching. The well 
trained teacher costs more, and 
she’s a stranger. The children were 
not first there, either. 

That's the way things go many 
times.
